The present application relates to an apparatus and a method for controlling the phases of 
beams to make the relative-phases of the beam "0" in a beam splitting amplification laser using 
a stimulated Brillouin scattering phase conjugate mirror(SBS-PCM). 



Dl discloses a solid laser system for generating high repeating, energy and power laser beam 
which includes a plurality of laser amplifying systems linearly connected to each other. And 
each of the solid laser system includes the first and second laser amplifying parts. 



1. Novelty : 

The subject matter of claims 1-11 is novel over the available prior art Dl. 



2. Inventive Step : 

Although the available prior art Dl discloses a laser system to generate a high energy laser 
beam, it Dl does not suggest the phase control method and apparatus of Claim 1-11 of the 
present application comprising special technical features of reflector and its fine driver to 
control the phases and to generate a high energy laser beam. 

Therefore, the subject matter of the claims 1-11 of the present invention is considered to 
involve an inventive step(PCT Article 33(20-(3)). 

3. Industrial Applicability : 

Claims 1-11 of the present invention meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4). 
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
